medical doctors worked in 
the‘ ‘training for care of the 
aging” in their curricula. 
According to Dr, 

Beeson’s statistics; “by the 
year 2000, when our present 
medical students are at 
their peak professional ac- 
tivity, there will be about 55 
million Americans over age 
65.” Too little attention is 
being paid to their health 
care, he adds. House offic- 
ers and students find it 
most difficult to spend time 


in this area, because they 
change from one in- patient 
service to another every 
few weeks — too soon to be- 
come aware of the need to 
take into consideration the 
psychological and social 
plights of our aged people. 
ld people were once 
young. Then came retire- 
ment, maybe loss of a 
eee and arthritic, crip- 
ing diseases causing a 
once F crabulatory person to 
become dependent on a 


wheelchair or other device. 
Doctors need the first hand 
knowledge they can get 
only when they are treating 
eidatly patients, Dr, Beeson 
believes. 


He goes on to say that 
there is no master plan that 
can solve the health care of 
the aging problem, but 
makes a number of sugges- 
tions. One would be estab- 
lishing an introductory 
medical training course in
